Not every one who hollers for 
his country is a patriot. 


Justice for All 
Nevertheless, just as glass “dia­ 
monds” don’t make real diamonds 
impossible, so false prophets do 
not destroy the truth of real 
prophets, 
and 
false 
patriotism 
does not do away with true love 
of one’s country. That man Jere­ 
miah was a real patriot. That is 
to say, he had a real love for his 
people and his land. (Incidentally. 
he was one of the first persons to 
call mistreatment of the soil a 
sin.) The word “prosperity” has 
a magic sound for most minds. 
Jeremiah was tough enough to 
ask questions about the prosperity 
some people had in his time. He 
threw pitiless light on the fact 
that some few were getting rich 
at the expense of the many. He 
had what seemed then a strange 
idea, though it turned out to be 
true, that the very wealth which 
was piled up in the palaces of 
Jerusalem was an unhealthy sign, 
for to use modern language, the 
wealth 
was 
badly 
distributed. 
Most 
of 
his 
fellow-countrymen 
were under-paid, many of them 
were slaves, while the king and 
his court were rolling in luxury. 
True patriotism asks as Jeremiah 
did: What is happening to the 
people, all the people? and not 
simply: Am I getting ahead? 
LoadorsJiip 
Jeremiah preached to the peo­ 
ple, but some of his most import­ 
ant messages were directed to 
the leaders of his nation, the king, 
the princes, the priests. He knew 
that the men at the top make the 
policies which affect the masses. 
Jerem iah’s 
preaching 
failed 
to 
stave off the end which he pre­ 
dicted. for the men at the top did 
not change their ways. The suc­ 
cess or failure of a nation depends 
on the stamina and character of 
tile people, but especially of the 
leaders. No one can consider him­ 
self patriotic who votes for a 
second-rate candidate for public 
i office if a first-rate candidate is

This pattern of irregularity 
was observed in detail almost 
a century ago by W. H. Getzen- 
daner, an Ellis County planter, 
who came to Texas as a soldier 
during the Civil War. 
During his subsequent years 
as a farm manager and Texas 
Plantation owner, he kept de­ 
tailed data on weather extremes 
in the Waxahachie area from 
1861 to 1908.

“ I deduce from the data that 
a very lean year is apt to fol­ 
low a very fat one — the great­ 
er th one, the greater the o- 
ther — rarely two good corn 
crops in succession.”

Texas Sage Recommends 
Old Pioneer Beef Dish 


J. Frank Dobie’s 
all-time favorite 
beef dish is a 
modern-day leg­ 
end. Rem inisc­ 
ing a bit of local 
color from the 
fabulous history 
of Texas, the il- 
lu s trio u s and 
near-legendary 
J. Frank Dobie historian of Tex­ 
as folk-lore says 
of “ jerked” beef: “ It has always 
seemed especially wholesome and 
is certainly nourishing. 
“ My way of cooking it is to chop 
it up and boil it with potatoes, 
plenty of onions and a few Mex­ 
ican peppers. It makes a whole, 
satisfying and balanced meal.” 
“Jerked” beef, not to be con­ 
fused with dried or corned beef, is 
a cured meat which is still very 
much in evidence around cow 
camps, even in this era of refriger­ 
ation. During round-up time, cow 
hancki feast on the forequarter 
cuts the first few days after kill­ 
ing an animal, after which they j 
rely on “ jerked ” beef for their 
meat supply. 
To preserve freshly killed beef 
by the “ jerking” technique, it is 
boned and stripped in one-half 
inch le n g th s, seasoned and 
stretched over wire or rope to dry 
in the sun. The sun-cooked beef, 
called “ jerky,” keeps indefinitely. 


Some cowboys like to chew on 
a hunk of jerky as a substitute for 
the less-nutritious black-horse to­ 
bacco. 
The Texas Beef Council, in its 
search fo r a u th e n tic p io n eer 
jerked beef g rip e s for inclusion 
in the Famous Texan Cookbook, 
a*ked Mrs. A. C. Jones of Bee­ 
ville, a third generation Texan 
and fam ily-friend of Dobie, for 
her “ Picadilla” (jerked beef hash) 
recipe. The follow ing m easure­ 
ments will serve four: 
4 cups chopped jerked beef 
cup shortening 
1 cup chopped onion 
3 cloves garlic 
Chilipetines or jalepanes 
(optional) 
2 cans tomatoes 
2 tablespoons chili powder 
I tablespoon pepper 
Salt to taste 
Soak jerky in warm water until 
softened; place on meat board and 
chop into small pieces. Saute light­ 
ly onions and garlic in shortening 
in heavy skillet; add beef, toma­ 
toes. (4 cans tomato sauce may 
be subsiluted for tomatoes.) Add 
seasonings; cover and simmer for 
about one hour. 
For Carne Con Arroz, another 
Dobie favorite supplied by Mrs. 
Jones, add two cups uncooked rice 
to shortening with onions and gar­ 
lic and brown slightly; add pota­ 
toes, canned com or hominy.

Reed Canary Grass 
Stops Gully Erosion

This was a 12 to 24 foot gully in 1947. After preparation, reed 
canary sod pieces were used with a mixed seeding in May 1948 
The photo was taken in October 1952. 


Reed canarygrass has a repu­ 
tation for its ability to take over 
on soil so w et and water-logged 
th at other grasses fail. 
It continues growth and re­ 
m ains green during m idsum m er 
drouths 
so 
severe 
that other 
grasses turn brown and wither. 
CHie of its best uses, however, 
is in controlling gully erosion. No 
other grass approaches its value 
as a gully stopper. 
Such a cover slows running 
w ater down to a walk, causing it 
to drop all the soil particles it 
had been carrying away. Reed 
canary will push up through sev­ 
eral inches of silt deposit. 
Seeding of shaped w aterw ays 
is often desirable and successful. 
The seed should be tested for 
germ ination, which often is low. 
A m inim um seeding rate is 8 
pounds of live, pure seed per 
acre, on a well-firmed seedbed, 
with the seed covered not m ore 
than Vi to Mi inch. E arly spring 
and late sum m er are favorable 
dates for sowing, but it is m ost 
im portant to protect the seed and 
young seedlings by m ulching and 
diversion terraces during estab­ 
lishm ent. 
• 
A procedure surer than seeding 
is to grow "sod-banks” or sm all 
patch seedings. These will pro­ 
duce sod portions or rhizom es in 
quantity for use in gully stoppage. 
Small sod pieces, or even single 
shoots with their attached rhiz­ 


omes, are satisfactory for this 
use. 
Sod form ation is rapid when 
the plants are placed a foot or 
so apart in rows spaced from a 
few feet to a rod apart, depend­ 
ing upon slope. A piece of sod a 
foot in diam eter will give aboul 
enough shoots for a row across 
the average gully. 
M echanical m ethods of plant­ 
ing sods are being increasingly 
used, with less cost and labor re­ 
quired. Sods are plowed, loaded 
with a m anure scoop, transported 
and distributed with a m anure 
spreader, covered w ith a disk 
harrow, and firmed with a culti- 
packer roller. 
Reed canarygrass is also cap­ 
able of producing shoots 
and 
roots at the nodes of the long 
stem s when these a re covered 
with m oist soil. These are used 
in establishing the grass in gul­ 
lies by w hat is called the “ green 
hay” method. 
Reed canarygrass is native to 
the tem perate portions of all five 
continents. In North A m erica, it 
is well adapted to the whole area 
north of Kentucky, A rkansas and 
Kansas, and also to the higher 
areas further south and in the 
Pacific Coast States. 
For erosion control, as a healer 
of 
gullies, 
reed 
canarygrass 
stands supreme. No other grass 
approaches it in proved perform 
ance.

Dairymen Should 
Plan Eradication 
Of Brucellosis 


Texas 
dairymen 
have 
the 
“green light” for putting into 
operation Plan B for the eradi­ 
cation of brucellosis. The sign­ 
ing by Governor Shivers of re­ 
cently passed 
legislation, 
says 
Dr. C. M. Patterson, extension 
veterinarian, 
removes all 
ob­ 
stacles to a 
dairvnfan 
using 
Plan B. 
Patterson suggests a 
5-step 
program 
for carrying out the 
objective — all grade A dairy 
herds in the state participating 
in a brucellosis eradication pro­ 
gram by Sept. I, 1958—as re­ 
quired by the Texas milk spe­ 
cifications and requirements. 
First, he says, protect 
the 
herd’s water supply from con­ 
tamination by body discharges 
of the 
animals. Stock 
ponds, 
marshes and stagnant streams 
should be fenced. Contaminated 
water, next, to direct 
contact 
with carrier animals, is a most 
frequent source of new 
infec­ 
tions, points out the veterinar­ 
ian. 
Secondly, protect 
feed 
from 
body discharges of animals. Feed 
hay from racks and other feeds 
Thirdly, isolate in a ‘‘hospl- 
from troughs. 
Thirdly, isolate in a ‘'hospi­ 
tal" pen all animals showing in­ 
dications of illness or impend­ 
ing abortion. Keep them away 
from the herd until they are 
normal. Add only animals which 
have a negative blood test and 
isolate them for 30 days, then 
retest before turning them in 
with the herd. 
Fourthly, says Patterson, put 
heavy springing cows in a ma­

IO 
days prior 
to 


j calving and keep 
them there 
until all discharges have ceas­ 
ed. All membranes 
and 
still­ 
born calves should

And last, he says, contact the 
local veterinarian who will do 
the testing and vaccinating.

An answer to th at is found in 
a survey made of hundreds of 
farm 
equipment 
dealers 
scat­ 
tered 
throughout 
the 
country, 
and covering the 1947-54 period. 
It shows th at profits have gone 
down steadily and sharply. 
In 
1947 those profits, before taxes, 
amounted to 9.35 per cent of the 
gross business. 
In 
1950 they 
came to 4.95 per cent. In 1953 
the figure was 2.5 per cent. And 
last year it was only fractionally 
higher — 2.62 per cent. 
The reasons why farm machin­ 
ery costs more now than it used 
to are simple enough. In the first 
place, the expenses that m ust be 
borne by the m anufacturers and 
dealers have soared, just as in 
the case of any other business. 
They m ust pay the high 
go­ 
ing price fo r labor and every­ 
thing else. Secondly, the farm er 
has demanded and received more 
complicated and more versatile 
machines th a t do a better pro­ 
duction job. But he can be cer­ 
tain th at he is getting top value 
for his equipment dollar.
